Tha ahortar work waah, avan tha four-day waak, ia a natural avolution 
ia our American aconomy. Tha aama factora which producad tha fiva*day 
waak ara iacraaaiagly praaaat ia our time- -tha growth of our population and 
acoaamy. tachaical advancaa and incraaaad productivity; tha development of 
tha rich aatural raaourcaa of our country; aad iacraaaad capital expenditure*. 

Our praaant productivity riaa of about 3% a yaar aad our evor-axpanding 
labor forca tadicata a tarrtfic riaa ia tha voluma of gooda and aarvica to ba 
producad by Amaricaa induatry ia tha naxt faw dacadaa. Sin a worker* have 
hiatorically tahan part of tha riaa in productivity ia tha form of more laieure 
liana, thia enaaae that tha ahortar work waak, poeeibly avan a four-day waak, 
may ha coanmonplaca within tha naxt two dacadaa. 

Ia tha immadiata yaara ahead, tha four-day waak will probably taka 
placa gradually and aalactivaly. Ita "faaaibility will bo baaad on tha vary 
aama economic and aocial factora which producad tha five-day waak--but with 
greater impatue due to collective bargainiag. 

It ia important, however, to aolva tha purchaaing p«w<r problem ao 
that workara can buy tha gooda producad. whothar thay work a four or five-day 
waah. Evan now, *ome workara on a five-day waak find it nacaoaary to work

How fast wa go to a four*day waak may tharafora boil down to tha 
quastioa of whathar, at a particular tima. workars want highar living standards 
la tha form of mora laiaura tima or ia mora matarisl goods and sarvicas. 

Mora laiaura lima through a four-day waak will stimulats tha damand for goods 
and sarvicas. This maaas no cut ia pay, or svan mora pay, not only to buy 
tha minimum aacassitias of Ufa. but also for goods and sarvicas to anjoy ia 
laiaura tima.

The shorter work week, avan the four-day week, is a natural evolution 
in our American economy. The same factors which producad the five-day 
week are increaeingly present in our time - -the growth of our population end

economy, technical advances and increased productivity; the development of 

U 

the rich natural resources of our country, and increased capital expenditures. 

Our present productivity rise of about 3% a year and our ever-expanding 

r\ \ 

labor force indicate a terrific rise in the volume of goode and eervice to be

producad by American industry in the next few dacadae. Sin a workers have 
historically taken part of ths rise in productivity in the form of more leisure 

f / 

time, this miens that the shorter work week, possibly even a four-day weak, 
may be commonplace within the next two decades. 

In the immediate years ahead, the four-day week will probably take 
place gradually and selectively. Its * feasibility will be besed on the very 
eama economic and social factors which producsd the five-day week--but with 
greater Imi etue due to collective bargaining. 

It is important, however, to solve the purchasing power problem so 
that workers can buy the goods produced, whether they work a four or five-day 
week. Even now, eoma workers on a five-day week find it necessary to work

You may have seen in the newspapers recently George Meany'a statement 
heartily endoraing the Coda of Fair Campaign Practices. Perhaps you also 
recall that thia same Cade was uaad by two successful candidates in the 
recent Maine elections to boomerang what they deacrlbad as dietartad charges 
of "excessive" political contributions by organized labor. 

Thia Committee, as you may know, was founded in 1954 by Anna Lard Strauss, 
Gardner Cowles, Paul Hoffman, Berry Bingham, Ralph McOlll and a number of other 
distlngMlehed citizens who were concerned over the unabated tendency to substi¬ 
tute vilification for facta in campaigns for elective office. We have no axe 
to grind except to eatabliah a uniform set of ethical standards for political 
campaigns. 

Already the Code has been endorsed by the Republican and Democratic National 
Committees for their candidate;! and by the Congressional campaign canlttees of 
both parties, as well as religious leaders of every major faith. 

Churches and synagogues, civic groups and schools, are circulating, study¬ 
ing and discussing the Code as a set of political ground rules. 

I hope that you and your organization will give two kinda of support to 
the program of the Fair Campaign Practices Comalttee: moral and financial. 

tvery candidate for Senate and House of Represantetivee and governor 
la being asked to sign and support the Code, e copy of which is enclosed. 

Through religious, labor and civic organizations and the preas, word of the 
existence of the Code as s standard for clean campaigning is being apread to 
the American people. The press is being urged to investigate fully end report 
prcaiptly deviations from it. 

But without badly needed financial help from men and wemen of good will, 
who recognize their atake in fair campaigns, thia important program could 
collapse Juat when its Influence is needed most. 
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If you and your orp^l&atioa vlll Join ua by asking a (tax axeapt) 
flnaaalal contribution to thia cauaa, X bo 1 lava va together vlll bo helping 
nignlflooatly to aaka campaign tactlcn a caapalgn Issue," which. In tlna. 
can aaJta It apparent that dirty campaigning vlll not pay off at tha polls.

In oonneetlon with tha raorgonlnation on truck weight, 
ha aakad whether the Industry would cooparata on a aalf-policing 
baalo. I raapondad that I could not coamlt tha Industry but 
that lta raoord was one of cooperation and that I fait aura 
that any reasonable request would ba given consideration. 

I than hod luncheon with Lawler, Colonal Banry and 
several aaabara of Lawler*a staff. Thie vae largely social 
and little was dlocuaoad on trucking. 

On tha way book to Lawler*a office I got, I believe, tha 
answer, to why Lawler waa ao strongly set against the relaxation 
of tha axle weight limitation -- and this poealbly explains the 
Governor*a attitude aa well. 

Ve were walking along the street whan we net Cmeron, the 
legislative aen for tha PMTA. He stopped ua and talked briefly 
to Lawler. 

There waa an air of suppressed strain on tha part of 
Lawler although It dldn*t coma through In words. Caaeron 
mentioned the axle weight problaa and Lawler impatiently cut 
hla off. Ve went on. is wa walked, Lawler pointed out that 
la tha weight bill paaaed by the Republican Legislature In 
1951 there had bean a 60 , 000 weight limitation but no mention 
of the axle weight aatter. Governor Fine, the Republican 
Oovarnor vetoed the bill. 



Lavlor made thli pointj Cameron la a atrong Republican 
loader In tba atata and la vary oloaa to 0. gaaon Ovlatt, tha 
Republican Stata boaa. Zn addition Cameron managed Taft*a 
eaapalgn for tha Praaldantlal nomination in Pannaylvanla. 

Lavlar atrongly faala that tha praaant bill vaa hoppad 
up with tha axle valght provtalon to make It unacceptable to 
tha Qovornor and to eaaae tha dafaat of tha vhola propoeel — 
60,000 valght and all. This in turn vould bo reflected In tha 
political aaana aa a rafuial on tha part of tha Oovarnor to 
do anything for tha truckere and turn tha rank and fllo of tha 
lnduatry agalnat the Admlnletratlon. 

"Why," aakad Lav].or, "vaan* t It naoeaaary and vital aa 
thoy aay to have tha axle valght limitation lifted vhan tha 
bill vaa glvan to a Republican OovarnorT Why doaa it 
auddanly got ao damned vital novT Thla la a political trap 
tha vay thoy era vorklng it, and Cameron*a tha allek guy 
that*a trying to vork it out." 

Frankly, I don*t knov enough about tha axla valght problem 
or for that matter of tha valght problem in general, to argue 
tha toohnleolltloa. I kept ay mouth ahut. 

But aa tha convaraotlon vent on it became eryatel claar 
that tha entire MTA organlaatlon la auapect aa Republican, 
net aimply aa votara, but aa a portlaan organlaatlon vorklng 
not for the beat lntoreata of tha trucking lnduatry but vorklng 
lnataad to ambarroaa tha Daocratlo Adolnlatratlon. 

Proof offered by Lavlor to boar out hla auaplelona vaa 
that Oogolla la a atrong Republican. That only Qogolln and 
C*maran rapraaant tha truckora in talka vlth tha Governor and 
Lavlar and that Dcmooratn are arbitrarily ahunted off In a 
"Mothmr kmava boat" manner. 

Follovlng tha talka vlth Lavlor and the raat, X called 
Qogolln and mada a data vlth him. Z did not aantlon the lavlar 
foollngo to Qogolln or hla paopla. Z told him that Z vaa In 
tha State to got Information and for no other purpoao and 
that my flrot problem vaa that of overvalghta. 

Va dlaauaaad thla problem for aoaa tlea. Zt la hla atrong 
foaling that thara la collualon and racketeering In thla field 
bat pointed out the delicate poaltlon of the trucking lnduatry 
in that l^f a truck la overweight It la violating tha lav and 
It makaa it difficult to aquovk vlthout aeoming to be aaklng 
liaiunlty from arroat even vhan vlolatlona are praaant. 



Qofolln said ha had aboolute evidence that acalaa menufac- 
turara vara eolleltlng acalaa aalaa to tovnahlpa offering to 
allov poyoient out of tha flna ravenuee that vould eneuo. la 
alao fait that teatlng of tha acalaa by tha atata vaa vary 
poorly doaa and la coneequence that tha oallbratlon of tha 
aaalaa vaa vay off. la aald a truck loadad vlth brick vaa 
velgbed aa a taat at 12 different acalea and tha variation In 
volghte voe up to 12 percent In a<we categorlea. 

It vaa Me feelLng that moat varlancaa vere honeot enough 
but that there vaa a poeelMllty of manipulation In aoaie 
lnetaneaa. Be pointed out that In tha atata, arraata varied 
for ovarvalghta fra* 12,000 in one month to 60,000 In the 
eueeeedleg nonth — evldonoa, he aald, of "drlveo" vhleh had 
a "aentral lnpetua." 

Ba agreed vlth Levlar'a analyala of tha overvetght problan 
and aald ha had laglalatlon praparad vhich vhan dropped into 
tha hopper vould propoaa correction to tha axleting lav along tha 
general It nee Hated by Xavier above. 

la coeluded on thla point -- "But tha Tovnahlpa have Dean 
rolling In funda and tha JPe, at laaat aoaa of than, have bean 
able to build $65,000 horee. lov you cuat knov that tha 
Tovnahlpa in Penneylvanle have organised a Tovnahlp Aeaoclatlon 
and they have tha atrongaat elngla lobby in Harrisburg. Their 
naa la "Cappy” Thcnpeon vhn la hend-ln-glova vlth the rallroeda. 

"Put hla rallroeda connection together vlth the financial 
oalflah eoneldaretlon of the dletrlbutlon of ouch ravci uaa 
and ynu have a very etrong aotlvatlon. They vlll oppoae any 
aueh laglalatlon and they vlll be a vary potent oppooltlon.” 

■la feeling vaa that corrective action vaa nora likely 
to bo raprveented In tha valght Mil relaxing velghta than 
la the ravlalon of proeent penalty provlelone. 

I aaked bin about the chancaa of the Mil. 5a eeid it vaa 
hie feeling that the Governor vaa vllllng te go along vlth 
tha 60,000 valght limitation but vaa feeling qualea about 
lifting the llmlta on avia valght. Re dleniaeed lavlar aa 
of little importance In tha picture feeling that the declelon 
veuld bo made by the Governor. (Thla la true axcapt that 
Lavler«o advice vlll ba llatanad to.) 




Q of oil r talked strongly sb-wit the necessity of tha sxle 
valght pallaf. Ha aald tha 60,000 pound groaa valght would halp 
tha big fallow but the llttla one-truck 3 para tor, of which ha 
aald thara vara 200,000 In Penneylvenla, had to hava azla 
walght pallaf. Ha alao aald many big truckere vara conceraad 
vlth tha ps»oblM too beosuea thaj operated aany atralght Joba. 

Ha concluded, "Thla axle walght problan la vital to tha 
induetry. Thouaanda of trueVara hava tlad thalr future up to 
the Danoeratle farty and If they don't glva what they vast, 
than tha whole thing will fall apart.* 

Ha alabaratad a llttla on the ppoblaa of staying in 
powar whleh tha Daiaoerata facad and aald it vaa vital that 
thay hold tha aaall trucker*. (Thla vaa obvloualy aiaau at 
■a. But 1 couldn't halp but think of lavlar'a axpraaaad 
opinlone and tha fact that auch an analyala vaa of uaa iroa 
that dlraetlon alao.) 

Hove tar, ay overall feeling vaa alljhtly dlfferant than 
Lavlar'a. 1 fait that tha alias*tlcna vara ”not proved.” 

After ooncludtng ay talk vlth Qogoltn I talked 
John Deterlak of frogollr'a staff. Deterlok, vlthout prsaptlng, 
■ eatlea ad tha political point. Ha ralt that negotiations 
vould hava progressed batter If naaoerata had bean uaad In 
view af Qogolln'a end CMseron'e partlaan connactIona. 

Va dlaeuaaad tha axla valght problem and ha aald exl* 
aalght Halt relaxation! vara vital. Ha aald tha oparatora of 
tandaa trallara vlth traotors saploylng a single drive axla 
eould aot distribute 60,000 grots valght on thalr vehicles 
vlthout ax a as ding tha present 20.000 Halt on tha drive axle. 

Z asked vhy tha axla valght 1tas vaa not lncludao In tha 
bill vetoed by Fine. Ha replied that tha industry had baan 
trying to asks tha bill palatable In sc effort tc gat aone 
oonaeaelone through. 

"But nov,* ha aald, "tha troeksra thasaalvaa era batter 
• dues tad and thay V-nov they hava to ha fa tha axla valght 
lifted.* 

Deterlak who la dealing vlth Individual truck operators 
dally, aald If tha bill la dropped Into tha hopper vlthout 
ths axla valght lt<w tha lnduatry Iteelf vlll defeat it. 
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I do not know of ay ovn knowledge whether the axis 
weight ltaa la so iaportent. If it la, aoae noons should bo 
tsksn quickly to acquaint Lavlar and tha Oovemor of tha 
faota. This ahould bo dona through paopla vho tha Governor 
will roopact and truat. Jla Clark, of Philadelphia, would bo 
ldaol. It ahould not ba glvon to Oogolln and Caaorot. for 
thaj ara bohlnd tha olght ball right now and are definitely 
auapoct. 

If tha axle weight ltaa la ROT vital — if coapraalse 
oon bo aoooapllohed on thlo ltao than aoaathlng ahould be dona 
to pravant tha loao of tha bill by unwarranted insistence on 
an ltaa whleh vaa not proaaod in tha 1^51 bill. 

If thlo la tha caaa — aoaa aort of a showdown by Penn- 
oylvaala oporatoro with thalr nagotlatora would ba lndlcatad. 

My foaling la that Oogolln la playing Lt straight. But aa 
long aa auaplolon exista that ha lan*t, titan aoaathlng has 
to ba dona to convlnca others that tha facta ara correct aa 
preseoted. 

It waa suggested that Use Back ahould dlacuas tha overall 
problaa with Loader In tha period before tha bill la passed, 
but after lt haa bean proposed. 

All proposed legislation Bust ba introduced by Kay 12. 

In cloaing I waa aakcid if I would ba available to help 
up there. 1 said that lt waa alapla, PhTA sorely needed to 
invlts .XT in. This shook tha boys. They pointed out that 
tha asLnoteys of thalr saaborahip, so they said, ware HIT? 
asaibore and opposed to ACT bitterly. 

They wonted to know could I coaa In qletly and not hove 
any fanfare at AIY tins, win, lose or draw, that ACT had baan 
helpful. This, of course, would leave all tha credit. If any 
aradlt resulted, to bo reaped by KHTC. 

They also woadarod If Associated alght aak aa to coaa In 
raprasantlng only that one aaapany. I aald It vaa all up to 
you -- l.a. Seyaour. 

lou will note that £ ha?e written "Confidential 11 across 
tha top of this lottsr. I think you can appreciate tha reaaona 
for ao doing, for If any of thia aaterlal gets back either to 
tha IMTA or to the State offlelale, lt oould cauaa conaidarabla 

aabarraassent.

A BILL 

Tta provide for e scientific study und research program for the purpose of develop¬ 
ing increased and additional industrial uses of agricultural products so as to 
reduce surpluses of such products and to Increase the income of farmers, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of Amarlcm in Congress assembled, 

DECLARATIONS AND FINDINGS 

Section 1. The Congress of the United States hereby makes the following 
declarations and findings concerning the development of new end additional in¬ 
dustrial uses for agricultural products: 

(a) Current productivity of farms in the United States is substantially 
in excess of current markets for their products at price levels which provide fair 
and substantial income to farmers. 

(b) National defense and the security interests of the United States 
require increasing and expanding agricultural productivity to meet possible emer¬ 
gency nseds of the United States and its allies, which productivity cannot be 
achieved or maintained at depressed farm prices resulting from overproduction or 
with acreage curtailments to avoid overproduction. 

(c) It is in the national interest of the United States to Increase the 
level of farm income in order that farmers may continue to share to a greater 
degree in the general prosperity of tha Nation. 




(d) Bo program has been developed, and none can be foreseen, that can 
onceaafully shrink farm production for an extended period of tine; but research 
programs provide known means potentially to Increase substantially the Industrial 
uses of agricultural products and thereby to achieve farm prosperity based on 
full, rather than curtailed, production. 

(s) Research facilities, both private and public, Including those of 
land-grant colleges and universities, can and should be utilized for an all-out 
attack on the development of Increased and additional Industrial uses of agri¬ 
cultural products to enlarge opportunities for Increased production by farmers 
and to reduce government costs for the acquisition, storage and ultimate disposi¬ 
tion of agricultural cossaodltles which are now a substantial financial burden to 
the governsient. 

(f) The cost to the United States of such a research program may be 
expected to be more than offset by Increased tax revenues resulting from increased 
earnings of both farmers and those who sell goods, wares, and merchandise to 
farmers, as well as by savings to the United States In costs of current agricul¬ 
tural assistance programs. 

Purposes 

Ssc. 2. The purposes of this Act are to find and develop through 
research, sponsored and financed by the United States, new lnduatrlal uses, and 
lnereased uae under existing processes, of agricultural products. 

Administration Created 

Sac. 3 . There Is hereby created In the Executive Branch of the 
Oovarsment an Industrial Agricultural Products Administration (hereinafter 
referred to as the Administration), In which Is vested the duties, powers and 
responsibilities hereafter set out In this Act. Such powers, duties, and re¬ 
sponsibilities of the Administration shall be vested In an Administrator, who 
ahmll be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and who shall serve during the pleasure of the President. The Adminis¬ 
trator shmll receive compensation at the rate of $ 22,500 per annum. 

Duties. Po wers, an d Re spons ibilities of the Adminis tration 
Sec. k. The Administration shall conduct research, both scientific 
and chemical, make field studies, conduct both laboratory and field experimenta, 
test production procedures on a commercial basis, maintain and expand pilot 
plants whenever necessary, maintain and operate manufacturing facilities where 
neceasary to prove the commercial feasibility of volume production, and 
otherwise promote the finding, development, and comiasrclal use of new, Increased,

The duties, obligations, and responsibilities of the Agency shall be carried out 
by and under the direction of the Secretary of Agriculture.

ADDRESS BY S2SATCR HOME B. CAFEHART, REPUBLICAN OF INDIANA, 
PROPOSING A VAST $1 HUNDRED MILLION RESEARCH PROGRAM TO DOUBLE THE 
UMAND FOR FARM PRODUCTS THROUGH DISCOVERY OF NEW INDUSTRIAL USES 
AND UTILIZATION OF NEW PROCESSES ALREADY KNOWN. 


Mr. President: 

I am about to propose a far-reaching, permanent solution of 
the farm problem so vast that its potential is virtually unlimited. 

While the economic, industrial and social implications of this 
progrsm cannot, with any degree of accuracy, at this moment be estimated, 
it la clear that this program vlll tend to solve, if not vholly solve, the 
farm problem for all tlma. 

After soonthe of palnataklng examination of its possibilities, 

I have reached the altogether Justifiable conclusion tliat this plan vould, 
within a fav years, create a demand for farm products in Industry at least 
equal in eaount to that now consumed for human consumption in the United 

States. 

It would double the fans market. 

Essentially, this is a solution of the farm problem based, not 
on the negative theory of curtailing production, but on the positive 
approach of creating new markets demanding complete and full utilisation of 
our total agricultural capacity. 

Wa have worked long and hard in the Senate for weeks on a farm 
bill to meet the contingencies of the moment. Cut of all the debate, 
committee flndinga, staff studies, and my own personal research, I have 
reached the eoncluslon that any farm plan, to solve this problem on a 
permanent baaia, must do three things: 

1. First, it muat provide for quick disposition of existing 
surpluses. Our Government is attacking this problem now with admirable 
vigor. I would like to see it move feater. But ve are making substantial 
progress. 

2. Second, the plan muat perovide, at the moment, for curtailed 


production until such time aa ve can create new demands to prevent 




accumulation cf future surpluses based on normal production. This, too, 
is a part of ths existing plan. This effort will bs furthered, somewhat, 
by provisions of what we hava called the Soil Bank Program. 

3- Third, moat important and almost untouched in relation to 
its real possibilities, any such plan must Include a tremendous research 
and development program -- a program which should be started immediately 
and financed by whatever government funds are necessary -- to develop to 
tha utmost those industrial uses we already know about for farm products 
-- and thay are considerable -- and at the same time find new uses 
creating a demand at least double what we have considered tha normal farm 
production of the Uhltsd States. 

It is this third point which I now propose. I know enough 
about its potentialities to convince me that if we in the Congress will 
face up to our responsibility to authorise and order such a program, we 
will help to bring about 50 years of the greatest agricultural prosperity 
in the history of our nation. 

I know enough about it that I have been saying to the farmers 
of my State of Indiana: Don't sell your farm land. Buy more. The next 
50 years ra the American farm will see unprecedented prosperity. 

Imagine, if you can, what it would mean to this country -- 
to all segments of our society -- if we of the 8Uth Congress would be 
responsible for creating a farm market at least twice as great as any 
we ever have known! 

It can be done if we will legislate a program to take tha 
blinders off, as it ware, of our agricultural research and development 
program and throw the full white light of technical research and develojmeii 
experimentation, test facilities, pilot plants and unexcelled American 
know-how into an all-out effort to create new industrial uses for Just 
tha every-day products of our land. 

First, of course, it would mean to the farmer a new life nf 
productivity. It would provide prosperity for him. It would permit him 
to follow his natural instinct to get everything he can out of his land. 

Second, it would create new Jobs. Obviously, the demand for 
farm labor would increase. But, its effect on industrial labor generally 
would be even more phenomenal. Entire new industries with millions of new 
Jobs wcnild come Into being — industries to manufacture new products. 



Tha demand for new transportation facilities -- automobiles, trucks, buses, 
railroeda, airlines, etc. -- would be tremendous. The demand for new farm 
machinary alone would provide an industrial and labor stimulus almost 
bayond our comprehension. 

Third, the Increase in business -- retail business -- would 

mount into billions, farmers, laborers and, X am convinced, Just about 
other 

■very' catagrry of businets customer in tha Ubited Spates would have more 
money to spend for Just about everything business has to sell. 

fourth, such a program would, in my opinion, mem tl* end of 
a tremendous tax burden cow impost! to finance our vast agricultural 
aasistanca and storage rrorxjns of tha mor.ent -- a burden vhich we gladly 
bear as long aa it is nccecsary but a burden which you and I will agree 
would ba a welcome deletion from cur national budgets. If we can bring 
this about -- and I belie/e ve can -- it would enable us to reduce taxes 
substantially and make it easier to retire the national debt at a faster 
pace. 

I tall you tha ramifications of such a plan are staggering. 

It is brand new. At the outset, it would cost a little roon«y, but, by 

eoeipariaon, only a drop in the bucket. After all, when it begins to cost 
more to repair your automobile, your tractor or your furnace than a new one 
would coat, what do you dot You buy a new one. 

I say to you that it la high time thia Congress bought a 
new approaeb to the farm problem in tha form of thia research and develop¬ 
ment plan. 

It meets the essential test. It la good for the farmer. It 
ahowa every promise of proving economically sound. It la, at the same 
time, good for all of the people. 

What would such a plan replace eventually! Well, thia year 
our agricultural aaalatanca program.} will represent a total Investment 

of three, four, or parhapa five billions of dollars. And yet, that 

aaalatanca program has contributed to the accumulation or some $9 billions 
of dollars in farm surpluses for vhich the government not only has paid 
with taxpayers' money but vhich la coating in storage a million dollars a 
day -- $3 hundred 65 million a year. 

At thia point, X want tc take full cognizance of the good work 
being dome vw»n irking out the surplus disposal problem. The Government 
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bu s*ld, v ^tb»rwii* disposed of, much sore of our surpluses than 
generally la known. I dr not want to criticise the grod work which 
haa baan done, but I an firnly convinced that the progran should be 
expanded and accelerated. Wherever possible, uore and more of our 
surpluaes ahould be made available to the needy at hoce and elaewhere. 

X believe that program is being speeded up. It must be. 

Ms an time, these surpluses hang cvr frrm xr 4 ces like a sword. 
They depress fa w prices. This menus lover fam itcrue. It meanc leas 
termer s.wi.ding for cor sue ar gr%.da. It reaj a leas tax revenue for the 
Qoverorent. And, it means increased uivustiuem.c in acricultural assistance 
programs. 

The plan I am proposing would reverse that situation. It 
would insure the American farmer his rightful share of an otherwise 
bountiful prosperity by requiring full production in an economy 
guaranteeing fair prices. It would put un end to this unsound practice 
of spmndicg billions to preserve a bad situation when a lot less would 
provide a permanent cure. 

No, v* ennnot solve our problem permanently by curtailing 

production. We auct increase concumption — find new markets. Since, 
generally speaking, the vast majority of our people are well-fed, our 
only alternative is to find new end increeaed industrial uses for 
agricultural products. 

There is no question that this can be done. 

It is ay opinion that the Department of Agriculture and our 
research and development people know enough now that, given a real 
opportunity to prove it, they can find industrial uses for 3 billion 
additional bushels of grain, such as ccm, wheat, rye, barley, oats, 
rice, sorghum grains snd potatoes, each year. Remember our total 
production now of theae grains is only about to billion bushels. Thla 
entails a total of 180 million acres of grain cultivation. Add another 
3 billion bushels to that and you can see what it would mean in additional 
cultivation for the American farmers. 

The greet chemical and oil industries of the United States, 
under capable and efficient management, have found many new industrial and 
erjmmrclal uses for their products through research. They now make 
everything from r*>her to clothing materials from chemicals. The plastics 
industry Las had a prmwmmnai growth through research. 
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All of this rnire about in the same degree ns these rompanie 


invested thsir profits in research. You will Agree that our more successful 
corporations spend Billions of dollars each year seeking new and better 
products through research. 

It is exactly this type of program which must be carried out 
in discovering new markets for farm products. Yet, no farmer or group of 
farmers can themselves afford to establish the vast laboratories 
necessary to carry ^ut that research. It ia simply impracticable and 
impossible for 6 million individual farmers to get together to carry out 
the kind of research and develapamnt program required to keep agriculture 
abreast of the rest of the eco^rtny. 

Let me give you one example of a failure to keep pace with an 
important loss of consumption in farm products. Not so many years ago, 
farm power was provided by torses and nulea. This animal power consumed 
the production equivalent of some 00 million acres of feed grains. For 
lack of research, in my opinion, we have failed to produce a new market 
to take up the slack of that displaced production. 

Mr. President, I coma now to the point of proposing the 
arst important program I ever have sponsored in my almost 12 years in 
the Senate of the United States. 

The Unite^ States must undertake — and undertake at once — 
a $10G-million-dellar-a-yaar research and development program to find 
new and increased industrial uses for agricultural products. I send to the 
desk, for myself and other Senators, a bill to accomplish that purpose. 

Think for a moment about that $100 million figure. Why, 
that la leaa than one-third tho amount we now spend Just to store surpluses 
which, as Long as they exist, aan have no effect other than to cause low 
farm priesa. 

I can think of nothing more economically sound than to buy 
for $100 million a year a program that would eventually replace an assistance 
program running into the billions and at the same time eliminate the costly 
surplus situation which makes such an assistance program necessary. 

Some may ask why the government ahould finance industrial 
research for one segment of our ec^omy. There are severed reasons. 

1. Many years ag- we "crossed the bridge" in establishing 
aa puhlie peliey that the Government had a responsibility to see to it 
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that farmers shared fairly with *11 others in the national economy. Our 
farm assistance program is now public policy. That decision has been 
made. Our job now is to determine whether we are doing so in the most 
efficient and economical manner. 

2. We now are spending billions sf dollars a year on programs 
which, on the record, do not face up to our basic farm problems. That is 
evidenced by the fact that farm productive capacity is far greater than 
existing markets for farm products. 

3* Industry has proved the value of research in finding new 
uses snd new markets for surplus products. Why, then, should we spend 
billions of dollars to curtail production snd reduce fsrm income when, as 
I will show, a few hundred millions of dollars spent on resesrch can be 
expected to find new markets, sufficient not only to consume our present 
normal productive capacity but double itt 

U. It is Just good, sound business for the United States Govern* 
ment snd all of its people. The government now owns $9 billions of farm 
surpluses. Such a program as the one we propose would enable us to 
realise at least something on the investment we now have in surpluses. 

But, much greater than that is the probability that such a program should 
save billions in support programs. Increase farm income, boost tax 
revenues, stimulate business through increased farm purchasing power and 
create millions of new jobs. All of this adds up to greater and greater 
national prosperity to be shared by every man, woman snd child in the United 
States. 

So, I say, this is the responsibility of the United States 
Government, which makes it the solemn duty of the Congress. This Congress 
snd the Executive Branch of the Government never have had a greater 
opportunity to serve the welfare of the farmers and all of the people than 
by extending overwhelming approval to this bill. As far as the Congress 
is concerned, we should arrange quick hearings snd pass the bill promptly. 

Now, there are a good many specific examples of benefits, through 
research already done, which accrue from such a program as this one. Let 
ms recite a few; 

Some years a&>, the citrus fruit induatry was in bad shape. 

Then, our Department of Agriculture, through research, aided in the 
perfection of the quick frosen food process. I am told that this virtually 
saved the MU’* fi'iU mwiiom/. w*»nt «ti>. Income went up and 




a great new phase of this industry resulted -- from what -- from research. 


Tha Department of AgricuJture is said to be on the verge of 
perfecting povdered, whole milk. You knew, all commercial powdered milk 
at the moment is skim milk. I believe that perfection of powdered whole 
milk would go a long way toward doing for the dairy industry what the 
freezing process did for the citrus industry. 

Agriculture is now working on a high protein food for cattle 
that would, if perfected, revolutionize animal feeding and consume an 
additional 150 to 160 millions of bushels of whect a year, the production 
equivalent of 74 million acres. From a 56 pound bushel, you would get 
16 to 20 pounds of high protein feed. 

Work is progressing to develop metallurgical oils from grain. 

I am told that the researchers are near perfection of an oil made 
from grains which can be uaed in the marufecture of paint. 

Wa know that sjnthetic rubier can be made from grain. True, 
the process is more expensive, at the moment, than rubber made from crude 
oil. Agriculture is working now to bring that cost down. It would take 
350 buahela of grain to make one ton of rubber. If we used ethyl alcohol 
from grain to produce all of the 900,000 tons of synthetic rubber a year, 
it would require the consumption of 315 million bushels of grain or the 
production equivalent of about 7 million acres. 

One of the great potentials in the field is the production of 
microbe rubber, a natural rubber, frem the gluten in grain. 

All of these, if finally perfected, would require the production 
equivalent of hundreda of thousands, yes millions of acres, of grain. Who 
esn tell Juat how many acres? 

We have known for many years that ethyl alcohol can very 
euecaaafully be blended with the gasoline you uae in your car. If just 
1051 of the blend waa ethyl alcohol made from grain, it would require more 
than 2 billion buahela of grain a year and there would be no grain surplus. 
Actually, a bler.d of 25$ of such alcohol could be uaed without major 
adjustments to the engine. 

Now, if such a program should be undertaken, it might reduce 
•^t^»arily th* eons aaption of crude oil. But my best judgment is that 
in the Long run thia reduction would be more than offset by increased 
' * ~ in tha hundreds of ttaiaanda of new tractors, trucks, transport 
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vehicles, automobiles and other petroletaa burning equipment In uae because 
of thia vary program. 

As many of you know. It vaa an Englishman who first discovered 
penicillin. But, it vaa our Department of Agriculture that developed 
the aeans for ita commercial production. So, Mr. President, what I am here 
propoaing already la going on at a stall's pace, while ve spend billions on 
an agricultural aurplua program. Ibia must not be a snail's pace program. 

Thia auat be a crash program as an invectacent in agricultural 
and even greater national prosperity and economic health. 

It la the only way I know to achieve a permanent farm prosperity 
baaed on full production rather than costly acreage curtailment. 

Such a craah program in research will, of course, require 
pilot plants, field tests and commercial plant testing facilities. Ihis 
typa of operation is not new to the United States Government either. 

The Government owns a now idle plant in Omaha, Nebraska, for 
aaklng ethyl alcohol from grain. This should be reactivated immediately. 

The Government owns four going research and development laboratories as 
follows: 1. Southern Utilization branch. New Orleans, Louisiana; 2. 
Northern Utilisation Branch, Peoria, Illinois; 3* Western Utilization 
Branch, Albany, California and 1*. Eastern Utilization Branch, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 

We now have an oil-from-shale pilot plant at Rifle, Colorado. 

We have operated two coal liydroganation plants from which a great 
deal haa been learned about the economics of making gasoline from coal. 

You all know, of course, that the government perfected the 
process of making synthetic rubber during World War II. Recently, ve 
were able to sell the plants ve used in thia process at a profit and 
create a whole new series of income producing, taxpaying properties. 

In thia connection, it la my belief that as fast as the Govern¬ 
ment proves the practicability of each new farm product in industry, the 
process should then be turned over to private industry for pro duction. 

It*. President, there can be no Justification for further delay 
in starting thia program. 



When it reach®* the point of productivity which I enviaion 
for it -- tha point at which it will obviate the neceaoit/ for our 
preaant agricultural aaaiatance prograna -- it will have accc-Tl'shod the 
dual purpose of reducing government expenditure* and increasing farm a.id 
national proaperity and tha acclad, economic and induatrial welfare cf our 
nation. Aa I aee it, thia thing ia nearly all pluaes and almost no minuses. 

What wa have been doing up to now is baaed upon a hope that 
acme day conditions nay improve to the point at which we will have an 
adequate market for our farm products. 

What we are propoalng ia a concrete program to create that 
kind of a market. 

Much of thia program can and ahould be carried on in existing 
public snd private laboratories, particularly in our schools and colleges. 

The Department of Agriculture has been working with many such educational 
institutions for years. Moreover, the Department now has a limited 
research staff in its several experimental stations working on these and 
related projects. 

The program we propose ahould be built on the framework of and 
within the existing research activities of the Department of Agriculture. 

It would not be well to disrupt the Department's existing organization or 
disregard the value of ita experience. 

The program here suggested aiust uae all of the existing 
research and experimental facilities of the Government. In the past, it 
seems to ms, one of the weaknesses haa been a lack of funds for pilot 
plants and field teata. These are, of course, necessary to test the 
cowsrcial feasibility of any new process or product. My proposal would 
make aueh funds available. 

So, we propose to utilise to the fullest every existing 
government facility. But, the larger and more dynamic program which we 
contemplate cannot be accomplished on any business*as-usual basis. 

For that reason, we propose that this entire research and 
development program be placed under the direction of a full-time administrator 
at the White Bouse level. 

Be must be the moat competent man available -- a man of great 
atat-jre who would have the complete confidence of the President. Bo other 
man in the Ixecutiv* Branch of the Bovernment would have a more important 



Job to do for hla country. We are convinced that this program, under euch 
dynamic leadership, would go a long way toward permanent solution of the 
farm program. 

For the want of a better term, we might call this man the czar 
of the Agricultural Industrial Products Development program. 

Who knows what miracle products cuch a program might develop? 

The possibilities are challenging to the Congress, to the Executive Depart¬ 
ment, to our best scientific research brains, to the American people and, 
more particularly, to the American farmer. 

There are many industrial uses for agricultural products on which 
some research haa already been done. Here are 11 probable industrial 
uses for agricultural products on which the best available estimates 
Indicated likely uae of 2^ billion buahels a year of agricultural products.

Other poaaible uaes for grain derivaties include: smokeless 
pcnrtar, plastics, medicinala, toilet preparations, soaps, cleaners, 
iatl«tlea, anti-freeze, dyes, varnishes, power and fuel. 

If we keep at this research Job, I can forsee in time using 
6 billion bushels nr mar* a year of agricultural eoanodities in industry. 



This program has been under study by a great many persons 
ottor than myself. It ia the product of a great deal of eerlous consider¬ 
ation of one of the most serious problems in the United States. 

The potentialities are eo vast that any attempt to evaluate the 
banafita to thia nation and lta people dollarvise is an almost hopeless 
task. I have been unable to select any segment of our economy -- any 
group of our people — vlto would not lead more comfortable lives, enjoy 
higher standards of living and benefit generally from the fruits of such a 
program. 

It would mean the assurance of a full market for full farm 

production. 

It would end our farm surplus problem. 

It would save the government money. 

It would help to relieve * V tax burden and give us a chance 
to reduce the national debt. 

It would create new industries. 

It would create new jobs. 

It would stiaulate retail sales. 

It would provide better incomes for cur people, including 
the nation's 6 million farmers. 

It ia, in our opinion in all modesty, the most constructive 
approach to the farm problem yet devised.

I am a railroad man and employed in train service, 
with approximately 4.0 years of service on a large westemroad. 

Quite a few of the men also employed seem a bit 
discontented with our present conditions and have asked me to 
write you and inquire if you have considered the acceptance of 
riilroad trainmen into your progressive organization now or in 
the future. 

I will quote aome of the conditions for which we 
receive no consideration* 

We are considered continuously on duty, have to be 
available for all calls, cannot obtain accurate information as to 
when call will be put out, they issue line ups that are very in¬ 
accurate. 

We do not receive night differential. 

We do not receive pay for time held at the away from 
home terminal, meals or lodging. 

We do not receive time and one half for Saturdays nor 
Sundays, nor the double time for all holidays as enjoyed by other 
crafts. 

W e do not receive stand-by time. 

We do not receive accumulated sick time. 

We do not have a good medical plan. 

We do not receive a company pension that we should in 
addition to railroad retirement. 

We do not receive hazzard pay of l/4 for being in the 
cabooae behind long trains with heavy diesel power on head end, 
1/4 days pay or as considered now 25 miles, in addition to regulq 

day.
